At the famous 
Horseshoe curve, on the 'main line of 
the Pennsylvania, nickel steel rails 
mvc been put in. Here the rails are 
subject lo a severe trial 
and 
the 


lickel steel is touted ns being supe- 
rior to Ihe ordinary steel vail. If the 
lickel steel rr.ils nre satisfactory at 
.he Horseshoe curve they will be used 
at many other places along the road 
where there is great friction. While 
the Pennsylvania railroad has not 
bought any iron rails for about nine- 
teen years, it has a lot yet in use. 
The first iron mils were a costly fac- 
tor in railroad construction. In 1864; 
a ton brought 5153.75 in gold, being 
imported. In 1863 the Pennsylvania 
imported a small lot of steel rails, 
paying S2I8.53 a ton. 
These were 


the highest rates pnld for iron and 
steel rails and the tendency has been 
gradually 
downward, with 
some 


fluctuation, except that this year the 
price is about twice that of Inst year. 
For the len ytars ending with 1875 
iron rails brought an 
average of 


973.74 a ton. 
About this time the 


use of steel mils became more gen- 
eral nnd for eight years prior to 1876 


jurcd over the preceding- year.
